Following the break in the contract, the Council's previous contractors 
having gone into liquidation, the new contractors, Messrs. Z. and W. Wade Ltd., 
recommenced work in April 1970 on the first phase of the Southern Area Sewerage 


Scheme. 


Later in the year the contract for the second phase was let and the 
contractors, H, Camm & Co, Ltd., commenced work. 


The scheme will eventually cater for twelve parishes in the District as 


well as the sewage from the Bakewell Urban District. 


Construction at the new 


disposal works was sufficiently advanced at the end of the year for the farsy 
flow of sewage to be received and connections to the new sewers commenced at 
Rowsley in November 1970 and the old disposal works at Winster was abolished in 


December 41970. 


Your existing sewage works continued to function satisfactorily but it 
must again be pointed out that with increased flows it becomes increasingly 
difficult to achieve River Authority effluent standards.

I am indebted to the Engineer and Manager of the North Derbyshire Water 
Board for the following report on the supervision of the water supply during the 
year. 


The supplying authority to the area is the North Derbyshire Water Board, 


The supply to the area is a bulk supply from the Derwent Valley Water 
Board, augmented by five of the Board's smaller installations. 


The bacteriological quality of the Derwent Valley water has been 
satisfactory. The spring sources have been of lower reliability so fa» 
as bacteriological quality is concerned and efforts to their gradual 
elimination continued. 


The quantity proved adequate, no restrictions being imposed. 


Chemical and bacteriological analyses are carried out in the Board's 
laboratories. All raw, treated and distributed waters are examined at 
least monthly, the number of examinations involved in 1970, being: - 


Bacteriological a 696 
Chemical ~ 20 


Bacteriolozical results on treated waters have been consistent with 
standards laid down by the Ministry of Health. Chemical results, in 
view of the number of water sources involved, vary considerably with 
location and approximate extremes of variation are:- 


pH GeS = 99.6 
Alkalinity 6 = 4180 
Haraness 20 ~ 450 
Fluoride O44 =< 0,6 


The treated waters in the area have given rise to no concern on the 
grounds of plumbo solvency, and analyses on the supply water at source, 
in distribution and after overnight standing in lead service pipes 
have yielded figures within the recently revised acceptable lead 
concentration. 


Before being brought into service all newly laid mains were washed out, 
sterilised and samples examined to ensure satisfactory bacteriological 
and physical results were obtained. 


No action was necessary in respect of any other form of post treatment 
contamination. 


The water was monitored to detect any excessive amounts of radioactive 
substances.

Processing is carried out Monday to Friday each week and whenever possible 
daily investigations are made. 


After discussions with the management many improvements in the hygiene field 
have been made. 


A total ban on smoking is now enforced where food is prepared, packed or 
stored. Foot operated stainless steel wash-hand basins have been installed and 
Supervisors check that before entering a food room, employees wash their hands. 


Birds are checked throughout the processing lines and any suspect birds are 
diverted to be examined by the Inspector. Spot checks are made in the cold store 
and birds for final delivery are thus checked. The standard of hygiene has improved 
this year and any advice given by the department to the management has been carried 
out. 


The yearly throughput increased by 20% and consequently more time has been 
spent at the factory. 


50,000 rabbits also went through the plant during the year, again a big 
increase over previous years. 
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I must record the fact that although Dr. Watson was Medical Officer 
of Health during 1970, he was taken ill and subsequently passed away early 
in19/7. He had served this Council since 1947, and will be sadly missed 
by his friends and colleagues. 


I had previously served Councils to the East of Bakewell] R,D.C and in 
May 1971 my appointment was enlarged, sc that I now have ar. opportunity to 
serve this Council. This was coupled with an appointment on the sta... ot 
the County Medical Officer of Health to take a special interest in 
environmental and pollution problems. 


It is a pleasure to record the willing co-operation I have received from 
my colleagues since my appointment, and with the preparation of this report. 


The Annual Report of the Chief Public Health Inspector is appended.
